year to defeat the democratic nomi- 
nees, 
The question now is what, 


under the circumstances, ought we to 
doP 
To my mind there is but one 


course to pursue, an4 that is to pro- 
test against the action of the conven- 
tion, and in order to do that a new 
rxarty must be organised, after which 
we should go forward with the 
•lorious work tihat was commenced in 
1896* We are confronted at the out- 
set with the statement that wa are 
bolters, and that we are not entitled 
to any respect, because we do >not 
tiumbly bow to the dictation of our 
enemies, who assisted with all their 
power and influence 'to defeat us in 
1896 and 1900* Can it be truly said 
that we are bolters? We htave not 
changed our convictions we stand 
where we stood during the first two 
national campaigns, and for my part 
I propose to stand there and to do all 
that I can to defeat our enemies, 
whether they be in our own ranks or 
outside of them. 


"We are now in this state called 


upon to say whether we shall submit 
to the dominion of the same class of 
people Who dominated the democratic 
party previous to 1896, or whether 
we shall not, in accordance with our 
convictions, vote for our principles 
and select men who are willing to 
stand or fall with us in this contest. 
We may not elect our ticket, but we 
will, at least, be time to ourselves, 
to our country and to our 
feUlow 


men." 


At a meeting held during the 


morning, attended by George A* 
0root, Abner Bavis, J. W. Lindsay, 
Bernard Hubert, Richard Inglis and 
others, it was decided that a full 
state ticket shall be nominated at the 
evening session of the convention.

T(HE PLATFOBBL 


The platform adopted at the Cleve- 


land conference of July 17, and 
which has been circulated by mail, 
was endorsed. 
This document re- 


affirms the Kansas City platform, en- 
dorses William J. Bryan and declares 
particularly for the free coinage *of 
silver. It also includes the follow* 
ing plank: 


"We demand t(hat all money that is 


manufactured to be used in thi* coun- 
try as a medium of exchange, 
whether it be gold, silver or paper, 
shall be coined by the government 
and distributed among the people 
without the intervention of banks, 
and that every dollar of it shall be a 
legal tender for all debts, public and 
private."

valuable homing pigeons owned by 
Frank Contant were destroyed by Are 
at an early hour this morning, The 
birds were worth more han $1,500, 
and this, together with the barn and 
other contents burned, will bring the 
total loss not far from $2,000. Other 
buildings in the vicinity also suffered 
considerably. 


There seems to 'be no doubt but that 


the fire was the despicable work of 
an incend&atry, and this opinion, 
while held from the first, was 
strengthened 
this morning by the 


finding of an empty oil can staxuding 
dose to the xuins of the bam* Be- 
neath the can was a quantity of 
cotton. 


KKA'BD AN EXPLOSION, 


The barn had been entirely closed 


and no fire of any sort had been near 
the bulding for days. At 2:30 o'clock 
this morning a neighbor of Mr* Con- 
tant, whb had been sitting up with a 
small child, happened to- glance in 
the direction of the Contant bom 
and saw the bla^e. A short time 
previous to this he had heard a 
muffled explosion and the report was 
also he&rd by a lady 'living- upon the 
opposite sid$ of the scene of the fire. 


The fire department made a quick 


response to the alarm at 2:30 a. m. 
and had a lively sort of battle before 
the names were subdued. T&te was 
not accomplished until the building 
had been entirely consumed, except 
for a few charred timbers of the 
framework which still stand. The 
barn was owned by August Contant, 
who also lost a lot of valuable ma- 
chinists' tools.

Tfte death certificates in each case 
assert that death was due to starva- 
tion. At another place four ba/bies, 
none over a few months old, were 


found, and at two other places ft 
chiM each was disclosed. At still 
another place, a poor family (had fos- 
tered four babies within a year, all 
of which had died. They had been 
secured, it was asserted, from a pri- 
vate hospital In each instance 4he 
persons had been hired to board the 
infants for & pittance. They were 
surrounded with squalor and half 
starved.

ing1 up of winter in March, 1855, a 
it was the discovery of Boyle's body 
that led to Hubbard's arrest. The 
murderers were indicted August £ 
1855, and Saturday morning, Sep 
tenuber 8, the jury after a long- de- 
liberation brought in the verdict of 
murder in the first degree, and Hub- 
bard was sentenced to 
death the 


same day, the date of the execution 
being- December 13, 1855. 


The discovery of the mistake in

taken,

THE RAILROAD SCARE 


ODD EFFECTS OF THE FIRST SJQHT 


OF A LOCOMOTIVE. 


Some of fli* People of the Sooth Bid 


Behind Trcen In 1833, When the 
Iron Horae Went By—The Country** 
Kiu-HeM Railroad* 


America cannot lay claim to the first 


locomotive or the first railroad. That 
great honor -lies with England. Yet 
Yankee genius was not very far behind 
her, 
for, when George Stepheneon 


launched his first real locomotive, the 
Rocket, on UK* Liverpool and Manches- 
ter road in 1820, the first splUe had been 
driven on the Baltimore and Ohio mil- 
road, July 4, 1828, by Cluirles Carroll 
of Carrollton, the last surviving signer 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
This was (he first road started in the 
United States, aud Iu 1830 it had reach- 
ed Ellicott Mills, 13 miles from Balti- 
more, 
j 


But the sontb can claim the honor of • 


completing the longest railroad in the | 
world at that date, being the old J 
Charleston and Hamburg road, now a 
part of the South Carolina aud Georgia 
system, which AS as begun in 1830, and 
by October, 18T>M, it had 137 miles of 
track in operation. In a letter from 
Mr, Samuel C. Clarke of Georgia, a 
kinsman of the writer, who attained 
the extreme age of 91 years and who 
had seen the beginning and the comple- 
tion of this road, he thus gives his ex- 
perience upon first sight of a locomo- 
tive: 


"One 
day while going down to 


Charleston with a party of gentlemen 
to attend the races as we approached 
the city we saw iu the distance the 
new railroad, finished some 10 or 12 
miles out of Charleston. It \\as built 
upon piles, longer or sboit, according 
to the nature of the ground. Sometimes 
in crossing a ravine the rails were 20 
feet from the surface. Our track ran 
near this elevated road, and soou a 
horrid shriek as from 20 panthers was 
heard In the woods. By this time we 
were nervous. 
Elephants and lions 


we had heard of, aud sonic of us had 
seen them, but u hat monster was this 
whose screams we heard? Presently 
it came iu sight, Oyiug aloft through 
the air and breathing fire aud smoke, 
and our frightened steeds became un- 
manageable, aud In fact I think that 
some of our party were ns badly fright* 
ened as their horses, 
If any of my 


readers are old enough to remember 
the introduction of locomotives and 
hovtf they felt at first sight of them, 
they will perhaps understand our sen- 
sations that day iu the pine woods. 


"A mile or two farther on we came 


to a broken wagou by the side of the 
road, and near it sat a Georgia cracker 
smoking his pipe. 
Oti being asked 


what was his trouble he replied, 'Well, 
stranger, I've often hearu ^tcll of nulli- 
fication, and uow I reckon* I've saw it 
for true.'" 


It is somewhat amusing now to read 


of the superstitious dread with which 
the inhabitants looked upon the build- 
ing of these first railroads. 
Some 


thought the smoke of the continual 
passing trains would en use a pestilence 
or destroy all the crops along the road. 
Others were afraid to ride on the cars 
for fear of having their breath taken 
away, aud the people in the cities ob- 
jected to the railroad being built be- 
cause they feared the smoke from the 
engines would soil the clothes whicls 
\vere buug out to dry. 


Many are yet IHiug who looked upon 


the terrible, screeching iron monster 
with awe and trepidation. Mr. Nat Mc- 
OPP of Ivy. Albemnrle, tolls a joke upon 
himself that when he heard tlie train 
coming he jumped from his horse an*? 
got behind a tree, where he viewed it 
for fear of being run over. Mr. W. T. 
Prout, who was taking a wagou load of 
produce to Richmond, wheti he reached 
Gordonville beard the whistle and ter 
rible flohc of the approaching train, 
and he aud his companions were so 
scared that they sprang out, leaped tbe 
fence and ran across the field to n snfo 
distance, leaving the wagon aud team 
to Us fate, but when tbe train appeared 
it was only an engine and one coach. 


The first roadbeds were formed, as 


has beeu stated, by driving piles In the 
ground, upon tbe top of which wevtf 
placed wooden stringers, in which wern 
cut a groove for the wheels to run. 
These were calted "wooden railroads" 
and at a distance appeared like tbe ele- 
vated railroads in the cities of the pres' 
Hit day. The honor of this Invention 
\\as contested between Jobn Hartman 
of ScotfivilJe, Vn., and John Williams, 
an engineer of Ohio, but it did not 
prove a bonanza to either, for the 
wheels were constantly bouncing out of 
the groove, and the piles soon after 
gave place to solid dirt embankments,- 
aud strap iron rails were substituted 
for the wooden groove. But the grad- 
ing was very imperfect and uneven, 
which made riding oil one of these 
primitive railroads like going over a 
corduroy road in a sprlunless wagon 
with the cars bouncing over these 
rough rails to tbe jingling music of the 
windows.—Richmond Dispatch.

Amalgamated Board Still Wrestling With Peace 


Proposals—No News Given Out and It 


is Feared War Will Go On. 


Pittsburgh Pa., July 31.—Doubt 


had followed fast in the wake of hope 
that the big- steel strike would soon 
be settled. The executive board of 
the Amalgamated 
association, has 


been in conference 
again nil day, 


with its deliberations so carefully 
guarded that headquarters has "be- 
come the abode of mystery. 


The full board is not present 


at today's 
conference. 
Secretary 


•Williams Is absent, in H"ew York, it 
Is rumored, with an ultimatum to 
the big chiefs of the big1 steel coin- 
bine. Others are gone to Cleveland, 
it is said, for conference with Sena- 
tor St. A. Banna. 


There is current a report that the 


board has rejected the peace proposi- 
tion of the combine and is arranging 
to spread the strike. ."When a note 
•was sent in late this afternoon to 
President Shaffer 
asking if there 


was foundation for such report ho 
briefly replied: 


"I have nothing to sny." 
B, I. Davis, one of the national 


officers, said that he did not believe 
it .-would be possible to give out any 
definite information on the situation 
for two days at least. He said the 
.matters before the board are of such 
importance tli.it the greatest secrecy 
is necessary. 


A number of the board were not 


present either this morning- or this 
afternoon, and it is believed tlial they 
nre out of the city on secret missions. 
When it became known- thnt import- 
ant meaibers were absent nil kinds of 
predictitis were made.

IS A BOLT. 


Columbus, Ohio, July 31.—A state 


convention of advocates of free silve;1 


and other issues not covered by the 
democratic state platforms, met here 
today.

The call for the convention was is- 


sued immediately after the recent 
democratic state convention, by Geo. 
A. Groot, of Cleveland. Mr. Qroot 
acted as temporary chairman. 
The 


meeting was called to order in the 
parlors of one of the hotels. Aimer 
D. Davis acted as temporary chair- 
man. 


aBOOT'S SPEECH. 


Chairman Qroot reviewed the con- 


ditions that brought about the move- 
ment. He insisted that it was not 
brought about solely by "Bryan dem- 
ocrats," but by all those who advo- 
cated free silver and are opposed to 
both the old parties as at present 
organized and controlled. 
He said 


in. part 


"The political machinery of the 


state is now in the hands and under 
the control of those persons who re- 
pudiated the Chicago platform in 
1896, and who did all they could that 
yenr to defeat the democratic nomi- 
nees. 
The question now is what, 


under the circumstances, ought we to 
doP 
To my mind there is but one 


course to pursue, and that is to pro- 
test against the action of tho conven- 
tion, aud in order to do that a new 
party must be organized, after which 
we should go forward with the 
glorious xvork that was commenced in 
1896. We are. confronted at the out- 
set with the statement that W3 are 
bolters, and that we nre not entitled 
to any respect, because we do -not 
humbly bow to the dictation of our 
enemies, who assisted with all their 
power and influence 'tt> defeat U3 In 
189G and 1800.

The 
birds were worth more han $1,500, 
and this, together with the barn, and 
other content* burned, will bring th« 
total IOBB not far from $2,000. Other 
buildings in the vicinity also suffered 
considerably. 


There seems to be no doubt but that 


the fire was the despicable work of 
an incendiary, 'and .this opinion, 
while held 
from the 
-first, waa 


strengthened 
this morning by the 


finding of an empty oil can standing 
close to the ruins of the barn. Be- 
neath, the can. was a quantity of 
cotton. 
• 


HEAfcD AN EXPLOSION. 


The barn had been entirely closed 


and no fire of any sort had been near 
the bulding for days. At 2:30 o'clock 
this morning- a neighbor of Mr. Con- 
tant, who had been flitting up with a 
small child, happened to glance in 
the direction of tho Contant barn 
and saw the blaze. 
A short time 


previous to this he had heard a 
muffled explosion and the report waa 
also heard by a lady diving upon the 
opposite side of the scene of the fire. 


The fire department mad* a quick 


response to the alarm at S:30 a. m. 
and had a lively sort of battle before 
the flames were subdued. This waa 
not accomplished until the building 
had been entirely consumed, except 
for a few charred 
timbers of the 


framework which still stand. The 
barn was owned by August Contant, 
who also lost a lot of valuable ma- 
chinists' tools. 
The loss upon the 


barn 1« estimated at $£00, insured 
for half itfce amount. Another barn 
on .the premi*e» of XT*. Klingel, at 
76 Laaalle street, ww damaged to the 
extent of $25, and shed* acro*i the 
alley from to* Contant barn, a&o suf- 
fered. 


BOCRDS' CBIES PITIFUL. 


Til* fire had a bad start befor* it 


was discovered and when. JCr. Con- 
taut reached the building and threw 
open the door the flames swept out 
toward hi^n In a blinding »h.e*t. It 
had. started upon .the first floor and 
through the roaring and crackling 
could be heard the crie* of the im- 
prisoned birds above. The fire had 
just reached the -Here of lofts wh«r* 
the pigeon* were k«pt 
and

feathered creatures in their dying 
agony emitted' cries that were pitiful 
in the extreme. 
There was no op- 


portunity to remove any of the prop- 
erty and not a bird could cooape. 


Among- the seventy pigeons which1 


perished were" a number of imported 
birds. Mr. Contant is an en.thusia*tio 
member of th» Port "Wayne Homing1 
dub and three of his birds hsld & 
record of a aix-hundred-milo flight 
in a single day, which wa» recently 
made. 
But two other birds in the 


country have mad* a like record and 
Mr. Oontant recently refused an offer 
of $500 each for these pigeons. There 
were also a large number of young 
birds 
which were to have b**n 


shipped away today for training In 
their first flight.

BABY FARM IS UNCOVERED. 


Kansas City, Mo., July 31.™ A 


baby farm, situated In a one-story 
set of flats in a low-lying- part of the 
city, where at least three infants 
have been willfully starved to death, 
has beeen disclosed by the police. In 
one place, where the Wind husband 
and his sister, also sightless, have 
supported the family by begging, 
three babies, secured from a local 
female physician, have died within 
the p.ist few days and 
have been 


buried at the expense of ihe city. 
The death certificates in each case 
assert that death was due to starva- 
tion. At another place four babies, 
none over a few months old, were 


found, and at two othar places a 
ckiM each was disclosed.

another place, a poor family (had fos- 
tered four babies within a year, all 
of which had died. They had bean 
secured, it was asserted, from a pri- 
vate hospital. In each instance the 
persons had been hired to board the 
infants for a pittance. They were 
surrounded with squalor and half 
starved.

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A PEACE CONFERENCE IS HELD 


President Shaffer, Colonel French and the Sec- 


retary of Ohio Arbitration Board 


Consider the Strike. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 29.—Secretary 


Joseph Bishop, of t&e Ohio board o 
arbitration, reached the headquarter 
of the Amalgamated Association o 
Iron and Steel Workers about 1 
o'clock this morning and the news 
paper men present were requested tc 
leave the room. Behind closed door* 
a conference was held between Presi- 
dent Shaffer and Secretary Bishop. 


Later Colonel French, vice presi- 


dent of the Republic Iron and Steel 
company, called at the Amalgamated 
headquarters and was admitted to the 
inner office, where President Shaffer 
and Secretary Bishop were in confer- 


r^ence. Colonel French was largely in- 


strumental in 'settling the McKees- 
port strike last April and his pres- 
ence today was regarded as signifi- 
cant. William Collier, a prominent 
labor leader of this city, was also 
taken into the -meeting. 


The conference lasted more than an 


{hour and when it was over Colonel 
French, Secretary Bishop and "Wil- 
liam Collier were seen, but they re- 
fused to say anything concerning tihe 
matter under discussion. Shortly 
before noon President Shaffer quietly 
slippsd out of the office through 
a 


rear door and efforts 
to locate 'him 


have -so far been fruitless. 


Secretary Wdlliams, of jthe Amal- 


gamated association, said the report- 
ed terms of a compromise had been 
guessed at by someone who is not 
familiar with the situation and is not 
official. "We are pledged to secrecy," 
said he, "and I am sorry the fact 
that we met officials of the "United 
States Steel corporation was mnde 
public. 
Our intention, was to keep 


tthe entire matter quiet until some- 
tthing definite was done.

quarters today."

and the improved operating condi- 
tions as well as the better feeling be- 
tween the employer and employe.

they graduate knowing- a hundred 
times msra about sin than they do 
of geometry and Sophocles. Iji other 
words, secret societies, lik? individ- 
uals, are good or bad, ars the means 
of moral health or of temporal ana 
eternal damnation. All good people 
recognize the vice of slandering an 
individual, but many do not see the 
sin of slandering an organisation. 
There are old secret societies in this 
and other countries, some of thaai 
centuries old, -which have been wide- 
ly denounced as immoral anil ^am- 


in their influence; y<?*, I hava 


hundreds of personal friends who 
belong tn them, friends who are con- 
secrated to God, pillars in Ll;e church, 
faithful in all relations of life, ex- 
amples of virtue and piety. They 
are the kind of friends 
whom I 


would have for my executors at the 
time of my decease, and they arc 
the men whom I would hnvs rarry 
me out tn the last sleep when I am 
dead. You cannot make me believe 
that they would belong to bad in- 
stitutions. 
They are ths men who 


would stamp on anything ii.iquitaus, 
and I would certainly rather take 
their testimony in reg-ar;l to such 
societies than the testimony of thoss 
whc, having been sworn In as mem- 
bers, by their assault upnu ihem 
confess themselves perjurers. 


One of these -secret societies gave 


for the relief of the sick in 1873 in 
this country 91,490,874.

these societies hava poured a very 
lieaven of sunshine and benediction 
into, the home of suffering.

of them are founded on, fidelity to 


£cod citizenship and the Bible.

I must judge entirely from the 


outside. But Christ has given us a 
rule by which wo may judge not only 
all individuals, but all societies, se- 
cret and open. "By their fruits ye 
shall know them." Bad societies make 
bad men. Good societies mske good 
men. 
A bad man will not stay in a 


good society. A good man will not 
stay in a bad society. Then try all 
secret societies by two or three rules. 


WIPE FOOLISH TO OBJECT. 


Test the first: Their influence on 


home, if you 
have a home. That 


wife soon loses her1 influence over her 
husband who nervously and foolishly 
looks upon all evening absence as an 
assault on domesticity. How are the 
great enterprises of reform, and art, 
and literature, and beneficence, and 
public weal to be carried on if every 
man is to have his world bounded on 
one side by his front doorstep, and on 
the other side by hie back window, 
knowing nothing ihig-her than hip 
own. attic or lower than his own cel- 
lar? That wife who becomes jealous 
of her husband's attention to art, or 
literature, or religion, or charity, is 
breaking- her own scepter of conjugal 
power.

I ! QUAINT MEDICAL BEOIPES ADMINISTERED A CENTURY 


AND A HALF AGO— HEROIC TREATMENT.

In these days of hygienic reform 


and "methods" of treating diseas 
without medicine at all, it is inter 
esting to read of the heroic treat 
ment of 150 years ago. 
A volume 


printed by Parry Hall, Chestnu 
street, Philadelphia, in 1747, an* 
compiled by John Wesley, is a curi 
ous mixture of material remedies 
religious exhortation. 
There 


few copies of the book in existence 
hut one unearthed recently was th 
occasion of much amusement at a 
convention of physicians. 
The book 


is substantially bound leather and 
the few illustrations are as primitive 
as the remedies. 


The preface deals with the reason 


d'etre of the work, incidentally re- 
calling how: 


"Man was sent from the hands of 


God perfect, needing no physic; but 
rebelling against the sovereignty o: 


. all, the seeds of pain and sickness 


•were lodged in the body, and a thous- 
and disorders, increased by every- 
thing around us. 
The sun and moon 


shed unwholesome influences from 
above; the earth exhales poisonous 
damps from below; the air itself that 
surrounds us is replete with the 
shafts of death; yea, the food we eat 
daily saps the foundations of life. 


The preface further states: 


^ 
"As to the manner of using the 


(' remedies here set down, I should ad- 
j Vise, as soon as you know your dis- 
t order (winch is easy unless in a case 
f of complication of 
disorders, and 


f then you would do well to apply tr 
. a physician who fears God): 
First, 


use the medicines first advised for 
that disease; the second, if that is of 
none effect; the third, and so on. To 
persevere in the course is often more 
than half the cure. 
Above all, add 


to the rest (for it is not labor lost) 


i that old-fashioned medicine, prayer 
\ind faith in God." 


'A-postscript to the preface is ad- 


dressed to the members of the iMeth- 
odist Episcopal church and signed by 
Thomas' >Coke and Frances AsTaury. 
introducing the work to American 
brethren. 
It begins: 
"Friends and 


Brethren: 
The great interest of your 


souls will be ever near our hearts, 
but we cannot be unmindful of your 
bodies." 


The work proper is entitled, "A 


Collection of Beceipts," and recites 
ia alphabetical order the "disorders" 


' of that time and their remedies. In 


the A's are a list of panaceas against 
ague. 
To "gd.iritb-a-coia-'bfctn just 


before a fit" i^ added the wholesome 
advice, "nothing tends mc|'e to pro- 
long an ague than indulgence in a 
lazy, 
indolent 
disposition." An- 


other remedy for ague is to "apply 
to the stomach a large onion, split." 
Still another is, "make six middling 
pills of cobwebs, take one before the 
cold fit, two a little before the next, 
the other three, if need be, before 
the other fit." 


Parenthetically 
are 
introduced 


some 'gentle hints for "tender per- 
sons" and "the studious." 
"Tender 


persons should constantly go to bed 
at 9 and rise at 4 or 5. 
Studious 


people should frequently bathe and 
frequently wash their feet." 


Tar -water is a standard remedy in 


the great John Wesley's family medi- 
cine hook. 
He gives the formula 


for making it: 


"Put a gallon of water (cold) on a 


quart of Norway tar, etir them to- 
gether with a flat stick for three 
days, pour the water oft clear, bottle, 
cork. 
For St. Anthony's fire take a 


wmeglasBful every hour." 


There is no mention made oE fly 


time in this pungent remedy for 
baldness: 
"Eub the part night and 


morning with a raw onion until red; 
rub afterward with honey. 
Or, elec- 


trify daily." 


"Children," says this wise book,

at least.

A'braham Lincoln was practicing law 
at Springfield, 111., fifteen women of 
Clinton, 111., after having repeatedly 
ileaded with a liquor dealer to refrain 
roin selling to their husbands, raid- 
id his saloon, smashed in the heads 
if his barrels with axes and broke 
.emijohns and bottles. The women 
were arrested under indictment for 
he mischief done. They were with- 
ut counsel for defense, when on the 
ay of trial, 'Mr. Lincoln entered the 
ourt room and was asked by them 
o address the court in their behalf. 
ir. Lincoln said: 
"May it please .the court, I will 
ay a few words in behalf 
6f the 


women who are 
arraigned 
before 


your honor and the jury. I would 
uggest, first, that there be a change 
n the indictment, so as to have it 
ea;d 'The statte against Mr. -Whisky,' 
.nstead of-. fXtie''•state -against 
the 


'omen.' It would be ffcr more ap- 
ropriate. 
Touching this question, 


here are three laws:. Tirst, the law 
f self-protection is, the la>w of neces- 
ity, as shown when 
our fathers 


hrew the tea iato the Boston harbor

larked today as when they 
rst embalmed. 
Sheffield turns out the finest and 
ai-dest perfect steel the world pro- 
uces, but even Sheffield cannot pro- 
uce a sword blade to compare with 
hose the 'Saracens made and used 
undreds of years ago, and the Sara- 
ens never possessed the machinery 
we have nor had the advantage of 
mowing so much about metals as we 
re supposed to know. 
There are a dozen different methods 
; making artificial diamonds, but 
one of the stones produced by these 
iethods compare with those made of 
Id French .paste, the secret of which 
s lost. It was difficult for even a 
erson with expert knowledge of dia- 


monds to tell that they were arti- 


cially produced, whereas most of 


modern artificial diamonds can 


ssily-be detected. 
People do not know how to put 
tones 'and bricks together as the 
ncients did, and consequently the 
uildings raised nowadays are really 
mere temporary structures and will 


e in ruins when the ancient build- 
ngs of Greece and Italy .which were 
uilt thousands' of years ago are in 
s good condition as they are now. 
he secret is not in the bricks or the 
:orie, but in the cement and mortar, 
either of which" essentials! can the 


moderns make as the ancients made 


lein. 
In modern buildings the cement 
ad mortar are the weakest points; 
n .buildings which the Bomans and 
reeks raised thousands of years ago 
3 cement 
and mortar are the 


•ongest points and hold good while 
ie very stones they bind together 
rumble away with age. We cannot, 
.th all our science, make such ce- 


ment and mortar. 


Modern chemists cannot compound 
uch dyes as were commonly use^. 
when the great natons of today were 
till unborn. Now and again it hap- 
eiis that searchers after antiquities 
ome across fragments 
of fabrics 


•Inch -were dyed thousands of years 
go, and they are astonished by the 


wonderful richness of the-colors of 
he cloths, whch, despite their age, 
re brighter and purer than anything 
reduced nowadays. 
•Modern, artists buy their colors 
eady made and spend large sums of 
,oney on pigments with which to 
olor their canvasses. The pictures 
f modern artists will ibe colorless 
'hen many of the works of ancient 


masters are as bright as they are to- 


ay. Just as the secret of dyeing 
as been lost, so has the secret of

The Isle of Man, which has a par 


liament of its own, is the only plac 
left where 
the laws are annually 


proclaimed from 
the law-mound 


This ancient 
open-air ceremony 


which has just been observed, is thus 
described by the London Express: 


Separated by plenty of -water from 


the adjoining islands, as.they cal 
Great Britain and Ireland, the Manx 
men have been able to preserve 
good deal of their old ceremony ant 
machinery 
of government. 
Theii 


parliament is a house of keys, though 
what "keys" may mean nobod; 
rightly knows. Their judges 
are 


deemsters, and their provinces are 
sheadings, which is pronounced as 
is spelt with a double "e." They 
egislate for themselves 
and they 


used to have their own, king. 


Tynwald dates from the days of 


King Orry, a fine old swashbucklei 
TOOL Iceland, whose name is per- 
petuated by one of the Liverpool 
boats sailing up to the island. When 
ie landed, with his red heard and 
his hosts, and took possessibp. of the 
sland he established a constitution 
m the Icelandic pattern. 
He divided the land into six shead- 
ngs, and each sheading elected' four 
men to an Assemblage of lawmakers 
.ailed the house of keys. He made 
two law men, whom -he called Deem- 
ters, and he caused a -Mount of Laws 
o be built, whereon the people's de- 
sires -were considered by the king, 
ho .bishop and the court, and these 
eing sanctioned and promulgated 
rom the mount they became the acts 
f Tynwald, the right law of the 
and. 
There is a record which tells what 
!ynwald used to be. When King 
lenry gave the crown- of ^Man to Sir 
ohn de Stanley in 1407, Sir John 
'ot to the Demmster for information 
bout the Tynwald Day. They re- 
lied that -he must go thither in royal 
s a king ought to do, "and upon the 
Hill of Tynwald sit in a chaire, cov- 
red with a Broyal cloath and cushions 
nd your vistage upon, the east arid 
our sword before you, with the point 
pward; your 'Barrens in the third 
egree sitting -beside you and your 
enefice men. and your Deemsters he- 
ore you sitting; and your clafkes, 
our knights, esquires and the worth- 
est men in your hind to ibe called in 
efore your Deemsters, if you will 
sk anything of them; and A& 'hear 
he 'government of your land, and 
our will; and/Jthe commons to stand 


without the circle of the hill, with 
three clarkes in. their surplisses." 


The chief coroner was to f'fence" 
ie court, and command everybody to 
eep order in the king's presence on 
ain of hanging and drawing. And 
11 the other coroners were to come 
n, with swords or axe upon them an'd 
swear their oaths. 


ANCIENT CEREMONIES. 


This, or something like it, is what 
till happens.

A governor has taken 
is place, and his official uniform is a 
ale substitute for the right royal 
cray. 
The mound is an insignificant affair 
f four tiers, one for each of the 
states. 
Tradition asserts that the 


oil of which it is composed was 
relight from every parish of the 
sland. The governor sits oil a red 
lair, facing to the east, with the 
word held before him. By his side 


the bishop and the law • men and 


aptains of parishes stand around. 
The coroners are 
sworn by the 


uaint oath of the island, to do full 
nd equal justice to all. They "fence" 
ie court, hut they no longer threaten 
rawlers with the rope, and thj* knife. 
Then. the laws are 
solmenly pro- 


laimed, so that the Manxmen may 
now whut they may do and what 
hey may not, under the Deemster's 
eril. 
The ceremony is not as imposing* as 
: used to be. The governor contents 
imself with reciting the titles of the 
tatutes in Manx and in English. It 
s assumed that the Manx: read their 
lewspapers and know without being 
old what the house of keys has legis- 
ated for them. 
This matters the less inasmuch as 
here are no Manxmen present except 
hoso who attend to turn an honest 
ienny. Curious holiday-makers from 
England form the bulk of the crowd 
which gathers around the mound, 
'ust as no Londoner ever dreams of 
limbing the monument, so no Manx- 
man dreams of climbing Tynwald 
unless he can drive visitors there at 


much a head, or sell oranges to 


hem when they arrive. 
PARLIAMENT IN A CHTJH£H. 
After the ceremony the 
officials 


march in procession to St. John's 
church, which is close by, and a ses- 
sion is held in the chancel. The gov- 
ernor presides and the keys sit in the 
stalls. His lordship the bishop puts

!umes of the finest sort are all made 
n Persia. As a matter of fact, this 
s erroneous. Por two centuries the 
nhabitants of the Valley of the Var, 
Q southeastern Prance, have been en- 
gaged in the -making- of exquisite per- 
umes from flowers. Many curious 
acts concerning the secrets of the 
ilant world have been learned by 
hem, and the knowledge has been 
well utilized, says the London £x- 
iress. 
For example, the inhabitants of the 
ittle French valley have proved by 
iany experiments, covering a period 
f 200 years, that the seven plants 
rhose flowers contain or will produce 
y. combination the perfume of all 
he others are the orange, rose, n 
et, jasmine, acacia, jonquil ami tub'e- 
ose. 
Therefore, these are the only 


nes they grow; they depend upon the 
rocess of mixing for the other odors 
f commerce. 
Among one of the first secrets 


vhich these old perfume makers 
;arned was .that the scent of the 
ower is not contained in nny gland 
r little sac, but rather that it is ex- 
haled by the flower somewhat in the 
ashion of .breathing, and that iJ the 
lossom, be crushed the scent is de- 
troyed.

principle that no court martial could 
be held two years after the occur- 
re ice under investigation.

known as the naval statutes of limi-

quiry. In this case the court -of in- 
quiry would be effective only in es- 
tablishing records and would not be 
preliminary to a court martial. 


AN IMORTANT FEATURE. 


An important feature in the order 


directing the court is that specifying 
whether is shall state only the facts 
found, or shall also give an opinion 
based on the facts. Unless the order 
express!}' requires the court to give 
their opinion, they are confined to 
stating the facts found .It is consid- 
ered quite probable, however, that in 
a case of this importance the order 
would direct the court to record its 
opinion as well as its conclusion of 
facts. 


Whether the investigation shall be 


held in openi court or not is decided by 
tho court itself, unless specified in 
the convening- order. This leaves it 
optional with the president or Secre- 
tary Long to direct that tlie proceed- 
ings shall bo open or closed, but i 
caso no specific direction is given on 
this point the court will decide it. 


When the court of inquiry reaches 


its decision, all the papers are for- 
warded to the judge advocite gen- 
eral of the navy and the final ap- 
proval or disapproval rests with the 
secretary of the navy or the president 
according to which one has ordered 
the court.

observed 'to do the commandments of 
the Lord, then would their prosper- 
ity, prominence and power have been 
past computation greater thrni it has 
"bean. 


•As it is, the seed of/Abraham, has 


suffered less- sheer poverty than any 
other people on eai'th. 
It lia& an 


eye for the main, material chance 
thnt is tlie envy if not the admira- 
tion of the world. Lot had the gift 
of getting, lint not 'as Ahr.ini had. 
"When the li&rdjnen of uncle 
and 


nephew fell out, arid -Lot wns offered 
•Iris choice of iccatioh. apart from his 
uncle, he evinced good judgment of 
real estate (lesson v.. 10) and a filr 
place for a pleresant home. 


LOT'S FORTUNE VANISHES. 
But Lot was not promised divine 


direction and his prosperity was not 
n foregone fact. And so we ask in 
vain, what 'became of Lot's fortune? 
It is so mucli easier to make money 
•than to keep 'it, -and as God's bless- 
ing attends is the only condition 
where there can bs assurance of keep- 
ing it long. S&t your thoughts and 
memory to work an'd. se& how many 
very wicked.men you have known to 
make great fortune, and 
havo it 


when they die, and their families 
•after them through two or threa gen- 
erations. We cannot place complete 
reliance upon the •statistics, but they 
are given to show that three-quarters 
of all the 'wealth of ours, the richest 
country iu the world, is owned by 
either church members or those who 
support and approve of tiie Christian 
religion. And, as we are Informed, 
this disproportionate opulence in the 
possession of this class in increas- 


But we must pass to notice a point 


of painful comparison. Bath Abram 
nnd Lot came 
near losing their 


eternal welfare by over care for the 
present. 
It befell A'bram while he 


was down in Egypt (Genesis ii.) and 
it befell Lot in Sodom. 
In Egypt 


Abram found Pharaoh and his peo- 
ple to be no friends of foreigners, but 
ready, for rapine and murder. Sarai, 


; the relation as well as the wife c, 
Abram, was very beautiful and like- 


•t ly to -be envied by the Egyptians. 


So to secure his own jLi-,,) ^ pr; 


posed to her to sacrifice her virtue. 
Say you are my sister, else will they 
kill me (Genesis U., II), and save 
tkee alive. 


Is there any excuse to bo made for 


this cowardly compromise with vir- 
tue? 
Wot the least. 
Does it dero- 


gate the Bible as a divinely authenti 
cated book that he who is called "the 
father of all who -believe"' behaved 
so? 
Not at all. 


Abram was not a. faultless soul. He 


•was reckless in more than one thing1. 
In a late lesson we laid emphasis 
upon the fact that Noah, .who is writ- 
ten of as a "yighteous man," was only 
relatively righteous. 'Compared with 
those of his age and environment he 
was righteous. 
In the treasury of 


the United States there are five hun- 
dred millions of gold currency, and 
there is a measure of dross in every 
single piece. . There never lived a 
lapidary who would affirm that an 
absolutely perfect diamond exists. 


There has been hut "one human be- 


ing- 011 this earth of whom it could b& 
said unequivocally that "in Him was 
no sin." . That--was Jesua Christ. 
And Jesus Christ was infinitely more 
perfect ..than Abram—more so than a 
gem of first -water is costlier than a 
piece of cheap jewelry. 


Both A'bram. in Egypt and Let in 


Spctcm were exceedingly better than 
their neighbors generally, and that 
is enough. 
But tliey each made a 


narrow escape of life and immortal- 
ity, simply through a willingness to 
sacrifice everything holier and higher 
for present good. 
How much more 


exalted is the example of a noble 
child cf God In the New Testament. 
Paul!- 
To Paul the present was a 


stage where shifting scenes taught 
liiin the unwisdom of caring- for the 
•present. 
His eye and aim and am- 


bition-were on things out of sight, 
"while we look not on things that are 
seen, but oil things not seen, for the 
seen is 'temporal, fwhile the .things not 
seen, ere eternal." 
' 


RETRACES HIS STEPS. 


Passing to a third point of compari- 


son, both Abraham and Lot had a 
basis of regard for God's will, which 
offsets-very much of-what should not 
have been. 
When (12:20) Abram 


round hirasel£_and hig.retinue and.all. 
iiis ricnes" isafely out of -Egypt and 
lad started back northward he 
(les- 


son verses 3-4), went straight to 
Bethel, "unto the place of the altar, 
which, he had made there at first." 
That is, on,liis way southward he had 
erected altars for the worship of the 
God of heaven, and now, on getting 
out of danger, he directs his steps to 
the same places, made sacred in the 
past 


There is no place which takes a 


deeper grasp upon the best there is 
u man. than, the place of worship. 
This it is which they lose as a blessed 
holding force in life who do not in 
youth dedicate their Sabbath days in 
jood part to the place of public wor- 
ship. 
The memory of the church of 


our childhood is next most precious 
;o that of our mother's nursery. 


'Abram had done himself no credit 


down in 'Egypt. 
But no sooner had 


he got back to Canaan than he began 
to manifest the fundamental excel- 
lences of his manhood. And Lot, too, 
after the errors of his etirlicr. experi- 
ences In Sodom, -began to express his 
disgust at the worse than "brutal life 
of the people, nnd promptly obeyed 
:he bidding ^Genesis xrviii.) of the 
angel to get out of the doomed city. 


is tlie basic elements of human 


character and conduct that a just 
judgment of any man can be formed. 
•There Is no man that liveth and 
siiineth not." 
But there are some 


whose sinning is not their controlling 
characteristic; and it is what we are 
predominantly that determines what 
one is. 


LINES OF CONTRAST. 


.Now, leaving these lines of 
com- 


parison, what nre those of contrast? 
Tliis for one; that Abram was an ex- 
ample of generosity, while Lot was 
of selfishness! While the two were 
less possessed, they got on together 
without conflict. But as it has ever 
been, when wealth became great, 
envy and jealousy "bred discontent 
and conflict. A lawyer was speaking 
of the opportunities of young be- 
ginners getting practice in New York 
city. He remarked upon the multi- 
tude that nre in the profession there, 
but remarked also that no place in 
the land offered such open doors for 
new comers. I asked for an explana- 
tion and he answered, that where 
ever there is the greatest number of 
wealthy people there the greatest 
number of! quarrels and litigations 
arc found. The rich, said he, nre al- 
ways^.-burning with jealousy toward 
tlie other rich, and a lawsuit gives a 
fine occasion for tongue lashing. 


So Abram nnd Lot had a falling 


out. 
It does not appear in the story 


that uncle rand nephew fell to quar- 
reling personally, but their herds- 
men did, and did so, we suspect, be- 
cause they knew the mind of .their 
masters. But in the conflict Abram 


shines out in fln» shape, while Lot 
its himself down as a specimen of 
elfishness. All he had was fairly 
".ue to his relationship with

.ncle. 
Things went well when 


Abram was in them and Lot share 
. he success by association. 
An 


-.low, when f°i" peace sake the uricl 
tdvised a separation (lesson vi., 12) 
here is not a syllable reported of 
Lot's gratitude for past favors. Anc 
when (verse 10) he accepted Abram's 
ffer and selected wholly accoriinp 


.to the best there was, leaving the 
less inviting to his uncle, it was- 
inch a down-right grab game that hf 
'.tops very low in our admiration of 
his character. 


LOT WANTED THE EARTH. 
One of tihe slang phrases now popu- 


lar, but which gives promise of some 
day becoming part of our English 
language, goes thus: "He wants the 
earth!" And such as indicate avarice 
o£ that unlimited character are never 
admired. Abram's way is by f-ar the 
nobler, -'and commonly attended with 
happier consequences. 
Abram said: 


"You choose, and I will take the leav- 
ings. If you like the left hand out- 
look, I will go to the right. Or take 
the reverse, and I will be content 
with th= left." 


\Ve hear some talking of .the pfitri- 


.irchal ago of Ahi-am, as_ being bar- 
barous, all barbarians. But certain- 
ly, after Abram was called by G-od 
and became the servant of the Lord, 
he was high -above the barbarian, as 
we see in this matter with Lot. Con- 
trast Abram's propostitioa with .the 
treatment which the two greatest and 
richest Christian nations have given 
to South Africa and the Philippine 
Islands. 
Bid England or America 


make -any offer .to Boers or Malays to 
choose what they would and these 
Ihristlan natives would gladly tike 
the remainder? 
Par from it—we 


grabbed the whole lot. "We played 
the-Lot role, recognizing none, but 
our own, greedy aims to enrich our- 
selves. • 


Take the subsequent experience of 


Lot, and see how wo would like it, if 
something as bad should befall us. 
He went south. He "pitched his -tent 
toward Sodom." 
Sodom and the 


other four cities of the plain allured!

torney General Hadley, who has been 
makiug an examination into the 
methods of the insanity trust, has 
submitted his report 
Among other 


things, ho found that dispensary 
doctors entered into a pool by which 
the fetfs due the individual doctors 
were divided pro rata among them 
all. 
The attorney general expects 


to take action on the report at once. 


In 1809 the report finds 133 pa- 


tients were committed and fifty-four 
•were discharged, making a total of 
237 examined; in 1000 157 were com- 
mitted and .ninety discharged, while 
the report for this year, which conies 
down to June 25, shows ninety-one 
commitments and seventy'dicharges 
Concerning the methods pursued, the 
report says:

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ROBERT FOSBURG IS ACQUITTED 


Judge Says State Has Not Proved its Case and 


Sp Instructs the Jury—Verdict is 


Hailed by the People. 


Pittsfield, Mass., July 26,—At the, 


opening oi court today in the Fosburg' 
trial Judge Stevens instructed the 
jury to bring in a verdict of not 
guilty and this was done, ending the 
tilal. 


The jurymen did not leave their 


»ats. The verdict was received with 
shouts of applause, which the court 
Immediately surpressed. The demon- 
utration, .however, was one of the 
moat remarkable that has ever occur- 
red in a 
court 
of justice. Judge 


Stevens in ordering a verdict of ac- 
quittal said: . 


"Mr. Foreman and Gentlemen: Dur- 


ing six days we have listened to ft 
painful recital of one of the saddest 
tragedies ever presented to n jury. A 
beautiful girl just budding into 
womanhood was shot down and her 
brother has been accused of the crime. 
Ths government las endeavored to 
prove that the girl was not shot by 
burglars; it has endeavored to ex- 
clude oil other members of the family 
from the affair and third, to prove 
that the sfhot was fired by her broth- 
er, Robert S. Fosburg. 


'The trial has proceeded somewhat 


in. 13ie fonn. of an in'quest r.nd has 
been tried with great pains en the 
part of the government and the de- 
fens*. There lias been a desire to ob- 
tain, proof and- so fl. great deal of evi- 
dence has been introduced and admit- 
ted without objection which might 
thave been.' excluded under the strict 
rule of the law. I think I ought also 
to say to- you that it is due to tho 
chief of police wio ias 'stood behinc 
.this prosecution that in the view of 
th« court hennas tried to do 'bis duty 
•witi. an:-eye single' to ascertaining 
the truth* 
Now, Mr. Foreman and 


gentlemen, a motion.1 has been, made 
that this case be taken from the jury 
and it become my duty to say to you 
that in the •opinion of the court the 
government has not furnished proof 
sufficient, to sustain a verdict Of 
guilty againt the defendant, and 
therefore, under the direction of the 
court, in the indictment-of Robert S 
Fosburg1 lor" killing •his- sister, you 
•will return, -a verdict of not guilty.: 


The crowd in the court room, which 


included- hundred of friends of the 
defendant, broke into load applause 
\wMch, the court immediately quelled 
b'y sternly raising his hand and com 
mending the sheriff to see that the 
demonstration was not repeated. 


[Robert Stewart Fosburg, the de- 


fendant, '• was then ordered to stanc 
while the foreman '6f 'the jury was 
asked, "What is your verdict?" 


The reply was "Hot guilty." 
*Fudge Stevens then in a few words 


expressed his thanks to the jurymen 
for their careful consideration of the 
case during its presentation to them. 


Young: 'Robert. ITosburg was then 


discharged1 from custody and court 
w&9 adjourned. The great crowd then 
rushed as one person to shake the 
band of the smiling young man and 
it was several minutes before -the 
court rooih was cleared. 


•Immediately after his discharge 


young Robert Fosburg, accompanied 


by the members of his family, "went 
to the Wendell house, where a recep- 
tion was held and where hundreds of 
people took 'advantage of the oppor- 
:unity to shake hands with the young 
ninii. 


As soon abNthe jury was dismissed 


the foreman called them together in 
his private room ..nd for the first 
time there was a conference as to 
what the jurors believed. Without 
exception they declared that they 
would have returned a verdict of " 
guilty within fifteen minuter even 
if they had not been instructed by 
the court. 
They acknowledged that 


they would have paid no attention to 
the exhibits in the case.

Owing: to the fact that many of these 
little ones are now in comfortable 
liomes where they are loved 
and 


cared for, it is, oC course, not tlesir- j 
able that their history should be re-! 
corded in such a way! that in future; 
years it wilt be remembered. Nor is 
it wise,'sometimes, to-publish their. 
pictures for the. same reason. A few 
photographs, however, were secured 
and the story of many instances was 
learned. 


One of the inmates of the home 


to-day is a three-month5-old baby 
taken from its drunken father after 
the death of its mother and after the 
father, in d'runken 
brutality, had 


threatened to kill his'child. 
There 


are two other little .ones of whom 
the record is "mother drunken and 
dissolute, sunken in-the very depths 
of dissipation." 


Two others are a brother and a sis- 


ter, three and five years old, inmates 
of the home because their drunken 
parents cutmot care for them. There 
are two pretty little boys, 
liavdly 


more than babies, both of them 
the 


victims oE drunken parents. 


One of the interesting1 oases in the 


home's history is that of a little s'irl 
who, at the age of il years, was found 
sing-ing- in the lowest dives of Chi- 
cago to earn money to buy drink for 
her brutal father. 


The little boy, Sylvester, was found 


almost dead from starvation lying 
by the side of his dead mother, who, 
abandoned by her drunken husband, 
penniless and an invalid, had com- 
mitted suicide in a dingy garret. 


Little three-year-old Verna 
will 


never see the daylight and is blind 
because of the drunkenness and in- 
difference- of her parents. 


Not a few of the cases cared 
for 


by the Home Finding1 association are 
those of abandoned mothers with 
their little children and among these 
eases drink has been a most frequent 
factor. In tlie home at the present 
time are three mothers with their 
little children, all of whom tell this 
story, one of them refusing in ab- 
ject terror to even tell her name for 
fear its publication might reveal her 
hiding place to a drunken brute, who 
once swore to "love, cherish and pro- 
tect" her. 


One of the stories told at the home 


was that of the rescue of a family of 
four little children, the youngest two 
3'ears old and the oldest only ten, who 
were found in midwinter in a dilapi- 
dated house in Chicago, where 
for 


24 hours they had been alone with- 
out fire or food with the body of 
their dead mother. Their father had 
died a drunkard two years before. 


The superintendent of the associa- 


tion, Dr. George K. Hoover, asked for 
a statement with regard to the per- 
centage of homeless children who are 
ma tie homeless by drink, said: 


"I believe it to be a conservative 


statement that the drink habit i^ the 
cause of bringing more than one-hall 
of the homeless children to homeless- 
ness and poverty. In addition to this 
it must he remembered that (he traf- 
fic forces thousands of children into 
an environment, whereby thpj* are in 
tho constant presence of dissipation 
and arc of necessity
